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Spangler Takes Reigns of Young Husker Squad 


With his most experienced golfer redshirting and a whole new 
set of responsibilities, Bill Spangler has already been faced with 
several challenges in his first season as the Nebraska men’s golf 
coach. Spangler takes over the reigns of his former collegiate 
coach Larry Romjue, who retired after 30 years of coaching the 
Huskers. 

Spangler describes his new role as exciting yet very time 
consuming. A former assistant coach under Robin Krapfl for the 
women’s golf team, Spangler has had great preparation. Formerly 
in charge of recruiting and organizing, he is now realizing that his 
responsibilities are from sun up to sun down. 

Although several challenges await Spangler, he couldn't be 
more excited about his job and the Huskers’ upcoming season. 
Among the challenges is replacing senior Seth Porter who decided 
to redshirt this season. Spangler still believes that although Porter 
is not competing, he will continue to be a strong leader for the 
team because the other players look up to him with his experience 
in tournaments and at NCAAs. 

Another Husker who will provide a key leadership role this 
year will be junior Jim Troy. In Porter's absence, Troy is the most 
experienced golfer on the team with three years of competition 
under his belt. Last year Troy shared the record for most rounds 
played with Porter at 33.5. 

Senior Blake Humbles, who enters his 
will also be a leader this s 

“Humbles has shown that he can play well at times and the 
other players notice and feed off of that and it shows in their play 
as well,” Spangler said. 

Other key players in the leadership role will be senior Andy 
McCabe, juniors Kevin Bryson, Chris Hartwig and Mike Vanier 
and sophomore J.J. Sullivan. 

While the team has been considered young and inexperienced 
in previous years, the view will undoubtedly be the opposite this 
year. The 2001-02 Nebraska squad includes several juniors who 
have seen considerable tournament competition in the past few 
years, gaining valuable experience and confidence. 

“The players are beginning to realize they can compete with 
good teams, and as they gain experience they will continue to 
improve,” Spangler said. 

Inaddition, freshman Jonathan Aten and junior Justin Borzych 
are already gaining experience in tournaments and will be essential 
contributors in future competition. 

When not competing, the players have worked diligently to 
improve their game in several aspects. Spangler has incorporated 
a weightlifting and conditioning program that is implemented 
throughout the entire season. 

“The players realize the importance of being in shape, and that 
in the long run it is extremely beneficial to their health and their 
game,” he said. 

As with every team, the Huskers have strengths and 
weaknesses. Spangler notes that one noticeable strength is 
confidence. 

“Each player knows that if they play up to their capability this 
team can be very good. At times we play very well. In retrospect,

we know that we can compete with good teams and know how 
well we can play,” Spangler said. 

Except for Porter, Spangler realizes that the players haven't 
had much postseason experience. However, he feels that once 
they begin to compete they forget about that and concentrate on 
playing good golf. 

Porter's decision to redshirt will likely have a beneficial effect 
on the team this year and next. Spangler believes that it will give 
other players the opportunity to compete and gain experience. 
Acthe same time, Porter will continue to practice and improve his 
skills in order to return next year with everyone having greatly 
improved. 

In Spangler’s debut fall season, the Huskers showed that they 
were focused and should be taken seriously. The squad kicked 
off the 2001-02 season as they hosted the Fairway Club Invitational 
at Firethorn Golf Club in Lincoln. The Huskers recorded scores 
of 297, 296 and 304 over the two-day tournament for an 897 to 
finish in sixth, three strokes ahead of Iowa State. Junior Mike 
Vanier, who played as an individual, led the team with a 218 to 
finish in seventh place. Junior Jim Troy finished one stroke behind 
Vanier in ninth place. 

"The players played well at times, and showed promise of having 


agood season," Spangler said. "Yet we left some shots out there on 
the course. 
For the second tournament of the fall campaign, Nebraska 


traveled to Colorado for the Rocky Mountain Intercollegiate. The 
team used a three-round score of 895 to post a L0th-place finish. 

The Purina Classic in St. Louis, Mo., was the third stop on the 
Huskers’ agenda. The team carded scores of 297, 295 and 299 for 
a total score of 891 over 54 holes to finish in 11th. Troy led the 
team witha score of 220 to tie for 28th. While the rest of the team 
was in Missouri, three Huskers stayed behind to compete in the 
Nebraska Wesleyan Fall Preview. Junior Kevin Bryson, sophomore 
Chris Hartwig and freshman Jonathan Aten competed as 
individuals. Bryson recorded a 151 to finish second, while Hartwig 
and Aten finished in ties for 21st and 30th, respectively. 

Biloxi, Miss., was fourth on the schedule for the Cardinal Classic 
hosted by Lamar University. The squad tallied a score of 917 for 
a 12th-place position. Senior Blake Humbles stepped up with a 
228 fora 42nd-place finish. 

In the final tournament of the fall campaign, the Henry Griffits/ 
Baylor Invitational, the squad grabbed a 16th-place finish with a 
score of 896. Spangler once again received good play from 
Humbles who recorded rounds of 76, 69 and 69 to tie for 20th. 

This season, Spangler is placing particular emphasis on the 
short game. He has designated one day of practice each week to 
concentrate primarily on chipping and putting. 

The energy and excitement are noticeable in watching the 
squad compete. It is without a doubt a result of the fresh new 
coaching philosophy which Spangler describes as “coaching each 
player to their strengths and making sure they realize the full 


extent of their capabilities.”

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2000-01 Review 


2000-2001: A Struggle 
for Confidence 


In his last year before retirement, Nebraska men’s golf 
coach, Larry Romjue, saw the Huskers struggle through 
the season. The squad found tough competition in each 
tournament but endured the year with distinction. The 
team notched six top-10 finishes along the way while 
watching several players record individual bests. 

In their first appearance of the 2000-01 campaign, 
the Huskers finished ninth at the G. Gunby Jordan 
Intercollegiate. The rain-shortened tournament 
consisted of 36 holes at the Callaway Garden Resort in 
Columbus, Ga. The top finisher for Nebraska was junior 
Seth Porter, who finished in fourth place after shooting 
a 70 in the first round followed by 36 in the second for a 
final score of 107, one-under par. 

Nebraska hosted the second annual Fairway Club 
Invitational at Firethorn Golf Course on Sept. 11-12. 
Sam Houston State captured the title, while Nebraska 
took home a fourth-place finish after tallying an even 
900. Once again, Porter was the squad’s top competitor 
with consistent scoring of 73, 73, and 74 for a total score 
of 220. Sophomore Jim Troy carded a one-over-par 72 
on the second day to finish tied for 15" with a 225. 
Ryan Cooley was one back of Troy at 226, Andy McCabe 
(229, T33) and Marty Smith (235, T48) were well back

12™ place overall and second on the Husker squad, 
but played as an individual and did not count toward 
team scoring. Husker Kevin Bryson, who also played 
as an individual, tied Troy with a final-round 72. 
Bryson finished with a 228 and tied for 27". The 
Huskers finished second among the four Big 12 schools 
with Missouri earning runner-up honors, while Kansas 
State and Iowa State finished fifth and 12 respectively. 

The Huskers next traveled to Fort Collins, Colo., for 
the Ram Intercollegiate, where they finished in 11" 
place after carding a 588. The tournament, originally 
slated for three rounds, was cut to two due to inclement 
weather conditions. Kevin Bryson led the squad with 
a two-round score of 145 to tie for 28% place. 

In October, the team headed with optimism to the 
Purina Classic in St. Charles, Mo. With a three-round 
score of 896, the Huskers concluded the tournament 
with a disappointing 15"-place finish. Individually, Seth 
Porter carded a 220 to tie for 30" place. McCabe 
finished close behind with a 222 for a 39"-place tie. 

For their final competition of the fall, the team 
trekked to Waco, Texas, for the November 6-7, Henry 
Griffits/Baylor Invitational. The Huskers used rounds 
of 298, 289 and 288 for a total score of 875 to finish in 
11 place. Sophomores Mike Vanier and Rob Arthur 
were the top competitors for Nebraska, firing 218s for a 
22"-place tie. 

The spring season began on February 12, with the 
Rice Invitational. In their first competition, the 
Huskers finished sixth with a tétal score of 896. Three 
Huskers finished the tournament in the top 25. Porter 
carded a 218 to finish tied for seventh. Finishing in a 
tie for 18 place was Vanier with a 223. Troy grabbed 
a 25"-place finish with a final score of 225 over 54 holes. 

The second tournament of the spring did not yield 

such positive results. The Huskers finished the UTSA 
Invitational in San Antonio, Texas, with a 12"-place 
finish. Using fairly consistent scores of 301, 303, and 
304, the team tallied a final score of 908. The top 
competitor for the squad was Troy who finished in a tie 
for 29" after carding a 224, while Porter shot a 75 for 
each round to finish tied for 34". 
The team then traveled to Lafayette, La., for the 
Louisiana Classic on March 12-13. The struggle 
continued for the Huskers with a 15"-place finish and 
no players in the top 25. Porter and Humbles led 
Nebraska in the rain-shortened tournament with a tie 
for 40". 

The turning point of the season occurred with a 17"- 
place finish in the 24-team El Diablo Intercollegiate in 
Citrus Springs, Fla., on March 17-18. The squad fired
